Some Boholarly enthusiast should write 
• Tolume on ths folklore of oats. 
So long 
as wo ball a Tad that the domestic oat de­ 
scended from tbs wild Buvopoan spscle* 
its appearanos in Isgeoda and fairy talas 
was in no way mors pustling than that of 
tbs fox or ^ s wuif, but soieuidh has 
wreeksd ttmt oomfortabls theory, M d It 
sssms to fr#ow thai all tha folklore of cat.«i 
has arisao in historic time—a conohisioD 
wsil vrorth the study of those who take in ­ 
terest in suoh eubjeotB. 
Our cats are a 
herttags from ancient Egypt. Max Muller 
prooounoas that even the Sfltiskrlt word is 
“ eanparatively raoeot.” 
India reoaived 
the animal probably from the Greeks, wjjo 
tbatusoives had only lately become ao- 
qnalntod with Ik 
The intelligent schoolboy will jear at 
this assertinu 
Does not Aristopbanee re­ 
fer to the gal 
-Rid is not gaio a cat! The 
husbandman i.. “ The Peace” snepeots it 
of stoaling game from bis larder. 
“ Any­ 
how,” bo says, “ I heard the gale making 
a great noise there last nigbk” 
What 
ootild this housebeld put be unless a cat! 
Professor Relleston has demoDstrated that 
it oould be tbs white braestod marten and 
waa, in faot, a delightful little creature 
for those who ooold boar Its smell, and 
one not to be surpassed at mousing. 
It 
would seem that the Romans were not 
familiar with oato. even in Pliny’s day, 
for he evidently thinks that they siuolluJ 
like a gale. 
It is alleged that the whole 
Roman literature oontaiua less than half a 
dozen allusions to oats before tha Christian 
era. 
Upon the other hand, a oat is represent­ 
ed in one of the grandest and apparently 
one of the oldest Etruscan toinba. 
It has 
just caught a mouse and holds it. 
Ko 
doubt there was intercourse between the 
Tuscans and the Egyptians. But in north­ 
ern mythology the chariot of Freyga, or 
Frigga, is drawn by two cuts. 
She was 
goddess of love and luck, very properly as­ 
sociated with a creature which is gentle 
and tender at the domestic hearth, but en­ 
terprising in courtship and foarioss in 
meeting a rival. 
Is it to be credited that 
Freyga’s cats wore tha wild variety? The 
luatter is not so unimportant as it looks, 
but decidedly this is not tha place for an 
excursus upon the date of the Asa gods. 
In a very early saga wo find a wloked 
man, Thorqlf Sleggja, defying the venge­ 
ance of his neighbors under protection of 
20 cats. At length the chief of the district 
mustered 18 men and assailed the house. 
Thorolf posted his cats at the door, “ and 
they looked very fierce, mewing and roll­ 
ing their eyes.” 
When the chief ap­ 
proached, “ they oried out and began to 
act hidjously.” So he remarked, “ This is 
a wloked oompany,” and withdrew to the 
feooe, where bis men pitched firebrands 
on the roof and set It blazing. 
Thorolf 
burst out presently with a chest of silver 
under eaoh arm, caught one of bis enemies 
and jumped into the neighboring bog, 
holding him tight. 
Neither bodies nor 
treasure could be recovered. 
The site of 
bis house was haunted by cats ever after­ 
ward, “ and evil was thought to dwell 
there.” 
A volume Is needed for this rabject, be­ 
cause among other reasons it must be il­ 
lustrated by stories, or the public will be 
bored, and sturios fill up. 
A mere string 
of facts “ goes in at one ear and out at the 
other.” 
In such a volume the legend of 
Dick W hittington would require several 
scores of pages for proper treatment. Here 
we say nutbiug about ik 
But there is another folklore tale of the 
same class not nearly so familiar to the 
public. 
Hlr Henry Wyat was committed 
to the tower by Richard III and pltlfally 
treated. 
He had neither bed nor clothes 
and only food enough to keep him Just 
alive. 
Winter set !»» and he was like to 
perish with cold. 
One night a oat slid 
down the chimney, came to him purring 
and oonfldent, as to its master, curled it­ 
self upon his chest and kept him warm till 
morning. Then it passed up the ohlmney 
again, to reappear presently with a pigeon, 
which it put into Bir Henry’s hand and 
vanished for the day. 
When the jailer came, he begged for 
more food, but the man replied that be 
durst n o t 
“ Then wilt thou dress any 1 
provide?” asked Sir Henry. Very willing­ 
ly the jailer promised, and he kept his 
word, though startled and alarmed at 
sight of the pigeon. So things went on for 
a time. 
But wicked Kiohard determined 
to starve bis enemy to death and gave or­ 
ders to that effect. Then the cat paid sev­ 
eral visits during the day, bringing a pi­ 
geon each time, and the jailer, rightly oon- 
oluding that “ there were miracles about,” 
reverently cooked them. 
So Henry out­ 
lived his persecutor, and the story is ex­ 
tant to this day among the muniments ol 
that anci(int family, but not transcribed 
by the hero, as we understand, nor in his 
generation. The account states, however, 
that a picture of Bir Henry, with the oat 
and the pigeon, was to be seen. Like evi­ 
dence is put forward in W hittington’s 
case. 
Since all things ore possible, it must not 
be said that either wondrous narrative is 
untruo. 
But meantime we class them 
both among fnik tales.—Pall Mall Ga- 
zetta

TYPIC/w EGYPTIAN VILLAGE. 


Bats of Sun DcJed Mod, Without Ventila­ 
tion and Full of Vermin. 
R. Talbot Kelly, the English artist, has 
written for The Century an article enti­ 
tled “ An Artist Among the Follahoeu.” 
Mr. Kelly says of a typical Egyptian vil­ 
lage: 
Built entirely of sun dried mud, the 
small, low huts, from considerations of 
economy and space, join one another 
whenever possible. 
Narrow and tortuous 
lanes, left at haphazard, form the only 
thoroughfares, in which at flrst appears to 
be a huge mound of mud, surmounted by 
heaps of cotton and durra stalks, which 
serve the dual purpose of thatch and fuel. 
Many of these lanus aro mere ouls-de-sao, 
ending abruptly in n neighbor’s courtyard 
and forcing one to retrace bis steps and 
try again. Experience has taught mo that 
it Is never wise to assume that the streets 
lead in the direction at first suggested. It 
is often safer to start the other way and 
trust to the winding of ths path to bring 
one out somewhere near the desired spot. 
As a rule, the villages have the appear­ 
ance of fortifications, the outside walls be­ 
ing frequently without doors or windows, 
and the lanes of the villag., terminating 
in massive wooden doors,, which are usu­ 
ally closed at nightfall and guarded on the 
inside by the village guffrab, or night 
watchmen. 
Each “ house” has usually one door, 
opening into the lane, small and low, and 
the few windows, if provided at all, arc . 
Merely slits in the mud wall, innocent of : 
glass or shutter, but ornamented with a 
lattice of split bamboo, placed crosswise 
during buildlog. 
Yentllation there is ! 
virtually none, the smoke of the fire of i 
dung or cornooba finding its egress by the 
door and well nigh choking the inhabit­ 
ants, which include not only the family, 
but ehiokens, turkeys, pigeons, goats and 
whatever live stock the inhabitants pos­ 
sess. 
Every effort to exclude air seems to be ' 
made, the houses being too low to feci the 
breezes, and the streets too narrow to al- | 
low of any air circulation. The roofs, cov- i 
ered with piles of rubbish for fuel, afford 
aocenaniodatlon for a second installment of 
goats, pigeons, cats, and especially dogs. 
One wonders bow life can be supported in 
suoh conditions, yet the people are well ' 
conditioned and healthy, living their lives 
in the fields and returning to their houses 
only to sat and sleep. Insect life naturally 
abounds, the Egyptian flea particularly . 
being a prodigy of naanly vigor and activ­ 
ity, but the foilab has a hide like a gamoos 
(the Egyptian buffalo), and even travelers 
like myself eventually bcoomo impervious 
to its onslaught. 
Outside the village and i 
almost at their very doors the filth and j 
offal of the place sre deposited, resulting 
in the development of that plague peculiar 
to Egyptian life—“ files” —disgusting, but 
very necessary as scavengers, without 
which and the equally valuable rat these 
villages would quickly become uninhabit­ 
able.

Mr. Sm ith's uutius are virtually those of 
tho bouncer, but it must not bo inferred 
from this that ho Is n person of no partlo- 
ular consequence. A sa matter of fact, he 
Is nothing lc.s.s than a |K’r»onnge, and his 
services to tho junta are really of tho high­ 
est order. 11c meets every would bo caller 
upon Chief Palmu, Attorney Ruliens or 
any other official of tho e'tablishment, and 
so expert has he becc'oe In sifting the 
sheep from the goats according to the junta 
viewpoint th:it ho rarely or never lot.-, the 
wrong man get by. 
Bpaultih Tialtor*. 
The most unwoloonio visitors at tho 
Junta arc t^p:inlard.s. They used to call in 
nuiubers nearly every d.vy. sometimes 
singly and soinetlmos In groups, claiming 
almost invariably to be Cubans. 
Of late, 
however, they have been far less num er­ 
ous, and thc.se who do call do not try to 
work the Cuban dodge. 
“ You see,” said Mr. Smith this m orn­ 
ing, “ they understand that we are on to 
their game and that we can tell a Spaniard 
from a Cuban as easily as yon can tell on 
Englishman from a Yankee or a southern­ 
er from a New Englander. 
What is thn 
difference? 
There are many dlfferonccn 
which can hardly be described, but they 
aro very pronounced. 
Tbo bearing of a 
Cuban is not at all like that of a Spaniard 
for one thing. Then, althongh both speak 
the same languogo, there are charactor- 
istlo diaslmllarities in construction and 
also In pronunciation. 
The Spanish way 
of speaking the letters Z and L are not at 
all like the Cuban way, and therein lies 
an absolutely Infallible test. 
“ Only a day or two ago half a dozen 
Spaniards came into the place,” Mr. 
Smith continued, “ with tho avowed pur­ 
pose of joining the insurgent forces, like 
nearly all.tho Spaniards who come bore. 
They knew better than to claim Cuban 
nativity, but they protested great lovo for 
the Cuban cause and the most intense 
hatred for the Spanish, declaring that they 
were anarchists who would bo more than 
enchanted with the opportunity of helping 
to overthrow the home govorninent. 
Of 
course we declined tboir assistanco with 
thanks and told them to got out at once.” 
More psrsistent than the Spanish visit­ 
ors at the junta, but not so objectionable, 
aro tho drummers—men who have the 
most wonderful arms and ammunition to 
sell that ever were Invented. 
To bear them talk you would think that 
all the governments in the world wore far 
behind the times in the matter of powder. 
As they tell the story, there are several 
sorts of erplotlves available, by the side 
of which the most improved smokeless 
powder, the best dynamite and the most 
powerful nitroglycerin are of no oonso- 
quenoe whatever, though not as yet ta k ­ 
en up by any one.

There are any number of strategists, 
too, among the visitors to tho junta, men 
who feel certain that they have plans for 
the conduct of the Cuban campaign which 
would bring speeily victory to the insur­ 
gent arms. 
To these—cranks purely for the most 
part—Mr, Smith listens more patiently 
perhaps than to his viHitors of either class 
before mentioned. 
Not that tho plana 
presented aro likely to have any real value, 
but because it is possible to got a sort of 
entertainm ent out of them simply from 
the inanity of tho propositions. 
Undoubtedly many .Spanish plots against

P H O T O G R A P H IC S U R V E Y IN G . 


One of the Important Uses to Which the 
Camera Has lleen Put. 
Something like 50,000 square miles 
of the mountalnopfl connfry of western 
Canada has been surveyed with the 
camera. Nothing comparable to this in 
the wary of photographic anrveying has 
been aooompliabed on any snch scale 
anywhere else in the world. 
The oanses of failure on the part of 
Ciany who have tried the method and 
discarded it in disgnet are chiefly two. 
One of these is a defective knowledge 
iu descriptive geometry and perspective, 
which are essentials of the plotting pho­ 
tographic enrveying. The other diflBcul- 
ty lies in the manipulation of the pho­ 
tographic apparatus itself and the mak­ 
ing of a proper negative. This is by no 
means the easy thing it seems, since 
photographs that would bo highly ac­ 
ceptable to the average photographer, 
professional or amateur, might be quite 
useless for the purpose of the surveyor. 
For example, the surveyor’s picture, in 
order to be of u ^ , must be taken with 
the camera in precisely the horizontal 
position, tilting never a hairbreadth 
in one direction or another. The lens be 
uses m ust be an anastigmat and abso­ 
lutely reotilineor, that the image may 
not be in the least distorted, and the 
plate m ust be of a speoial kind and ad­ 
justed in the camera w ith a degree of 
nioety oM which the ordinary photog­ 
rapher has no oonooption. 
Mr. Devillo, who bad in charge the

NEW M illH O D OF 
PERFORMING O P ­ 


ERATIONS.

In the Bw!ton Kmergonry hospital, 
which is to bo fully equippod with elec­ 
trical applittucos, the first four inch 
circular saw iu tlio country for surgical 
use is being installed. An electric mo­ 
tor wiil furnish the power by which 
the saw Is to be rotated, and this can be 
shut off or applied In an instant by the 
use of a foot lever. The principle of the 
saw, says the New York World, is 
much the same as that of the familiar 
electric excavating tool used by dcntk;ta, 
and the advantagtis of its use are quite 
os apparent. When tbe dentist's rotary 
excavator was first introduced, many 
people objected to its nie. The thing 
certainly docs have an ugly look and 
sound. 
But its great advantage over 
hand chisels, the rapidity with which 
it operates and tbe delicacy with which 
it can bo oontroHed soon made ite nee 
practically universal. 
Here and there 
an old fashioned dentist still excavates 
by hand, but they are the exception. 
The surgical saw is mounted on a flexi­ 
ble shaft like that of the dentist’s ma­ 
chine, but of course more powerful. A 
handle enables the operator to direct its 
coarse, and by tho use of an offset it 
can be made to saw parallel with the 
shaft. It is noiseless in every part ex­ 
cept when in use. Tho method of oper­ 
ation with tho power saw will presum­ 
ably be somewhat as follows: The pa­ 
tient is laid upon tho operating table, 
etherized and covered with a white 
cloth, except the part to be operated 
upon. The saw, which has been treated 
aseptically to avoid tho slightest dan­ 
ger of blocd poisoning, stands with its 
little electric motor at the foot of the 
table. 
Tho limb is tightly ligatured, 
and the saw—zzt!—it is all over. By 
the old method a tiny handsaw was 
used. 
Inevitably as it was drawn and 
pushed back and forth it disturbed tbe 
position of the limb operated upon and 
lacerated the flesh more or less. The 
power saw will operate more quickly 
and without disturbing tho steady posi­ 
tion of the patient. Besides it is claim­ 
ed that the heat generated by It will 
sear tbe bone tissue and hasten tho proc­ 
ess of healing by the important first 
hour of vascular change following the 
operation by the old method. 
M. Lancereaux who is one of the 
greatest living authorities on the action

of alcohol, says The Medical Record, 
has lately given his opinion with regard 
to tbe trne cause of drinkers' cirrhosis. 
His conclnsions are deduced from per­ 
sonal observations of 210 persons ad­ 
dicted to drink in Paris. M. Lancereaux 
disputes the statement that tbe usual 
cause of cirrhosis is the consumption of 
an excess of alcohol, bnt says it is due 
to drinking large quantities of wine, 
and especially red wine. Ho lays tbe 
blame upon tbe potassium salts, and 
gives tbe results of certain experiments 
made upon animals. By means of these 
experiments it was proved that potas- 
fiinm salts when administered to ani­ 
mals usually killed in from 15 to 18 
mouths and oirrhosia was discovered in 
the majority of them. M. Lancereaux 
demonstrated by other experiments the 
fact that alcohol taken m excess pro­ 
duced fatty degeneration W tho hepatic 
cells and subsequently fatty cirrhosis. 
Tho final oouolusions arrived at from 
this series of experiments were that 
wine, and plastered wine in particular, 
is tho cause of atrophicirrhosis. 
A ptomaine is a product of the process 
of putrefaction. 
Very often, perhaps 
generally, says the New York Tribune, 
that process is not far enough advanced 
to offend either the taste or the sense of 
smell. Consequently suspicion is not 
excited and a person eats or drinks 
something which contains enough of 
this baleful element to make a great 
Ileal of trouble. The discovery of the ex­ 
istence, nature and origin of ptomaines 
has thrown new light on other maladies 
than tho6e f*5r which they are responsi­ 
ble. 
"When it first became known that 
certain diseases were due to a variety 
of bacillus, it was supposed that tbe 
bacillus performed its Ijaloful work in a 
direct manner, but investigation 1ms 
shown that in diphtheria, for instance, 
tbe bacillus secretes a poison, or toxin, 
and that it is the latter which does the 
harm. In tho case of diphtheria, to be 
sure, ^ e poison is not produced until 
after Me bacillus has got into the pa 
tieut’s system and has multiplied there, 
hut the toxin, artificially prepared and 
then injected into a person’s veins, 
would produce the same effects. 'While 
the discovery of the ptomaine, there­ 
fore, may not have materially modified 
tbe method of treating what are known 
as bacterial diseases, it has at least 
made the latter a more intelligible pro- 
oodnre than before. 
Aooording to The Health Magazine, 
the almost universal habit of crossing 
tho legs at the knees while sitting Is 
responsible for many ali;aieuts, as this 
authority claims that this practice “ is 
at least one cause of cold feet, headache, 
varioose voius, ulcers and other troubles 
due to poor circulation in tho lower 
limbs. The reason of this lies in the 
fact that just under the knee, where 
tbe greatest pressure comes in this posi­ 
tion, there are large veins, arteries and 
tiarves, whose walls are pressed togoth- 
•r, thus Interfering more or less with 
tbe circulation and the esnsutiou. It is 
said that yvoweu are zacre liable to ao- 
gnir A tiiSLliatlaiIk.t3ii>R raea.

In 1874 I dij=c ivercd a method of 
transmitting musical tcne.4 telegraphic­ 
ally, aud the thing that s* t my mind in 
that direction was n domestic incident, 
writes Professor Elislia Gray in the Chi­ 
cago Times Herald. It is a curious fact 
that most iuven^icus have their begin- 
ningH iu some incident or o!)Fervation 
that comes within tbe exporieuce of 
Bfitno one who is able to see and inter­ 
pret the meaning of such incidents or 
obi;-:)rvBtiou& I do not mean to say that 
inventions are uBually tlie reeult of a 
happy thought or incident. Tbe germ 
may he, but tbe germ has to have tho 
right kind of culture afterward. 
It is a rare thing that an invention, 
either of commercial or scientific im­ 
portance, ever comes to perfection with­ 
out hard work—midnight oil and day­ 
light toll—and it it rarely if ever that a 
discovery or an invention based upon a 
discovery docs not have sooner or later 
a practical use, although we uftcn have 
to wait centuries to find it out. We bad 
to wait 44 years after the galvanic bat­ 
tery was discovered before it became a 
useful servant of man. It was BO years 
or more after the disoovery by Faraday 
of magoeto-electrlcity before it foand a 
nsoful application beyond that of a mere 
toy, bnt now it is one of tbe most use­ 
ful servants we have, as shown in its 
wonderful development in electric light­ 
ing aud electric railroads, to say noth­ 
ing of its heating qualities and the use­ 
ful purpose it serves in driving machin­ 
ery. The interesting discoveries of Pro­ 
fessor Crookes in passing a current ol 
electrioit4r through tubes of high vacua 
waited many years before it found a 
practical use iu the X ray that promisei 
to be of great service in medicine aqd 
s u r g e r y ._________________ 


C o lo r H earlD ^. 
Dr. W. 8. Oolman descrbes a number 
of oases of “ color bearing,” snoh as are 
well known to psychologists, in which 
a sensation of color associates itseli 
with certain sounds, tbe color seen be­ 
ing definite aud invariable for the same 
sound. In one class of cases a crude 
color sensation, often very beautiful, is 
associated with each of tbe 
vowel 
sounds, musical notes or particular mu­ 
sical instruments, the appearance being 
usually that of a transparent colored 
film, similar to a rainbow, in front ol 
the observer, but not obscuring objects. 
In a second class there are color sensa­ 
tions whenever letters or written words 
(symbols of sound) are spoken or thoff^t 
of, so that when a word is uttered the 
subject visualizes the letters, each hav­ 
ing a distinctive tint. Dr. Oolman is ol 
opinion that the phenomena are “ asso­ 
ciated sensations,” analogous to the cu­ 
taneous sensation of shivering in cer­ 
tain parts of the body, which varies iu 
different individuals. The tints are very 
definite and characteristic, each for its 
own sound, and they do not vary a.i 
time goes on. The colors are scarcely 
ever the same in two individuals.—Lan­ 
cet. 


W h y P e o p le Fo*x:et N am e*. 
Many persons are especially forgetful 
with regard to names—as of an ac- 
quaintauoe or some 
familiar object. 
Dr. Baatian in disonssing snoh defects 
recently quoted with approval this ex­ 
planation: “ Themore concrete the idea 
the more readily is the word used to 
designate it forgotten when the memory 
fails. We easily represent persons and 
things tooorselves withont their names. 
More abstract conceptions, on tbe con­ 
trary, are attained only with the aid of 
words, which alone give them their ex- 
aot shape in onr minds.” Fence verbs, 
adjectives, pronouns, adverbs, preposi­ 
tions and oonjonctions are more inti­ 
mately related to thought than nouns 
are and can be remembered when nouns 
or names slip from tho mind.—Popular 
Science News.

One has only to look back a few hun­ 
dred years in history and note the abso­ 
lute transformation wrought iu warfare 
as soon as the introduction of gunpow­ 
der aud fire artillery beoame an aooom- 
pliahed fact. The trained knight, bred 
to arms and honestly believing that in 
him lay all the science of warfare that 
could ever be possible, was suddenly 
transformed into a ridiculous Don Quix­ 
ote, helpless before tbe rude band of 
peasants who, w ith their “ villainous 
saltpeter,” made all his knowledge of 
tbe art of war obsolete. Today we are 
undoubtedly on the verge of a similar 
transformation, and should the misfor­ 
tune of war iDeoome a dire necessity 
there is every reason to believe that the 
ingenuity of American engineers, con­ 
structors and inventors would evolve 
devices of destruction before which the 
existing battleships aud fortifications 
would soon bo relegated to obsonrity. 
Two instanoesof most recent occurrence 
have demonstrated the weakness of 
modern warships, one tbe ease with 
which the single blow of a ram sent the 
Victoria to the bottom of tho Mediter­ 
ranean, tho other the havoo which a 
single explosion wrought upon the 
Maino in Havana harbor. The modem 
warship ia fatally like the armored 
knight of medimval times, vulnerable 
because of exceeding bulk and olnmai- 
nesB, a fair mark for the skill of the en­ 
gineer who can oombine force and mo­ 
tion and substitute rapidity for size and 
secrecy for strength.—Engineer. 


T o U o ta tic e W ood. 
The process for metalizing wood is 
thus described in Mondos; The wood is 
first immersed for three or four days, 
according to its permeability, in a caus­ 
tic alkaline lye at a temperature of 
from 76 to 60 degrees. From thence it 
passes immediately into a bath of hydro- 
sulphite of calcium, to which is added, 
after 24 or 86 hours, a concentrated solu­ 
tion of snlpfanr ia oanstio potash. The 
duration of this bath is about 48 hours, 
and its temperature is from 66 to 60 
degrees. Finally the wood ia immersed 
from 80 to 40 hours in a hot solution of 
aoetute of lead. 
Tho process, ns may be 
seen, is a long one, but the results are 
surprising. The wood thus prepared, 
alter having undergone a proper drying 
at a moderate temperature, acquires un­ 
der a burnisher of hardwood a polished 
surface and assumes a very brilliant 
metallio lUst^r. 
This luster is still 
furtiter iuoreaaed if tbe sarfiioo of the 
wood is first *ubbed with a piece of 
lead, tin or eiao and is afterward pol­ 
ished with » 4'ias6 orporoelaia buruish-

A YELLOW FEVER FIGHT. 


I ta ta n la la n d O ne« In a ftta t* o f R a b a tllo n 
O v a r t h a D t*«a««. 
The flrat ‘‘packet” running between 
.Sow York and .Staten laland began its 
voyages aemiweekly in 1785, and the fer­ 
rymen summoned the passongers by the 
blast of a horn. 
F ora number of years 
afterward communioatinn between tbocily 
and Staton Island was gonarally Interm it­ 
tent, and tho attempt roado officially 40 
years ago to utilize a portion of Staten Is­ 
land, now tho most tranquil, law abiding, 
buoolio, sylvan and plaeW subdivision of 
the olty of New York, for quarantine par- 
po«3# creatocl a distarbanoo so rcmarkablo 
in oharfvoter, so clearly at variance with 
tho paoiflo nature of the InbabitaDts 
and so dangerous to >h« state that the 
recorti of it si<ems nlmost to be exaggerat­ 
ed. 
The old provincial council years be­ 
fore the breaking out of the Revolutionory 
war established a qunrantino, espeoi&lly 
for ve8s<'ls coming from the West Indies, 
many of them Dutch possessions at that 
time, on Hodloo’s island. 
After the oloeo 
of the Kfivolutlonary war the quarantine 
establl.slunent was rcmovod to Governors 
island, hut that was objected to on the 
ground of Iw: proximity to Now York. 
Nevertheless it continued in use until the 
state jiurchased SO acres of land within 
the township of Qastieton for quarantine 
purposes 
In the summer of 1856 thoro was an out­ 
break of yellow fever, aud tho iohabltantB 
of Custluton organized into a mob and 
armed with sticks, stones, guns and 
torches, attacked a quarantine building, 
which they set on fire and destroyed, de­ 
spite the resistance of the local authorities 
and calls for soldiers from other state.s. 
The state authorities began to erect new 
qunrantino buildings, but these in turn 
were burned by another mob of violent 
Staten Islanders, all efforts to placsic 
whom failed utterly. 
Recruits even were 
sent to aid the Staten Islanders from New 
Jersey. The hostility to tho establishment 
of a quarantine increased in strength. 
Castleton board of health declared it a 
nuisance, and on the night of Sept. 1, 1856, 
the place was attacked by a mob, the sick 
W’ere carried from the hospitals and laid 
upon mattre.'-ses in the fields, the offloors 
and physicians were driven off, and all the 
buildings, save the women’s hospital, were 
destroyed by fire. 
The next night the re­ 
maining hospital was burned down. 
The governor declared the island In re­ 
bellion and sent troops against the Staten 
Islanders, but without effect. 
John A. 
King, a resident of Long Island, was nt 
that time governor. He proclaimed Staten 
Island under martial law, but the inhab­ 
itants remained obdurate. 
They refusasd 
to recognize King and after destroying 33 
buildings declared that they would never 
lay down their arms until tho ‘‘yellow 
jack” was removed. Ultimately Richmond 
oounty was oompeUed to pay for all the 
losses occasioned, but the state receded 
from its position and abandoned its claim 
to the right of a quarantine on Staten Is­ 
land, a fioaiing hospital being estubllsbed 
instead by a commission appointed! by the 
legislature for that purpose. Horatio Sey­ 
mour was at the head of it.—Now York 
Sun.

C RU CIFIXIO N OF CHRIST. 


D e a th o n t h e Cro** W a s a M o at T e r r ib le 
F o r m o f T o r tu r e . 
‘‘Crucifixion was a terrible death,” 
writes tho Rov. Amory H. Bradford, D. 
D., in The Ladies’ Homo Journal. 
‘‘It 
was reserved for offenders of a servile 
class and never used for a Roman citizen. 
The hands and feet of the victim were 
nailed to the wood, and a kind of rude 
seat was provided—just enough to prevent 
the weight of the body from tearing 
through the flesh. 
Tho exact iy)ot where 
Jesus was crucifiod cannot now be identi­ 
fied. 
Golgotha was probably some skull 
shaped hill ‘outside the city wall.’ Thith­ 
er a strange procession wended its way— 
the condemned with their orosaes on their 
backs, the hard hearted rubble making fun 
of them as they passed. 
The strength o! 
.lesus failed before tho destination was 
reached, and another was compelled to 
carry the cross for him. 
The crucifixion, 
like all others, was cruel and barbarous 
in the extreme. 
The executioners wera 
Roman soldiers, but a host of Jews feast 
ed their eyes on the hideous sight. 
‘‘Such agony was no protection against 
the gibos of the crowd. 
With but one of 
his disciples in sight, and only two or 
throe friendly women near—one of them 
his mother—.Tesus passed the last hours ol 
his earthly life. 
Those who suffered by 
crucifixion sometimes lingered throe or 
four days—Jesus lived about five hours. 
While hanging on tho cross ho spoke seven 
times. 
Soon after tho cross was raised, 
lookinj^ovcr the coarse and brutal soldiery 
and the mistaken fanatics who had hound­ 
ed him to that hour, he uttered a prayer, 
which has probably made a deeper impres­ 
sion on the world than any other singls 
prayer ever offered—‘Father, forgive them, 
for they know not what they do.’ ”

to build on. 
"They come,” he wrote of 
tho militia, “ you cannot tell when and 
act you cannot tell where, consume your 
provisions, wasto your stores and leave 
you at last at a critical moment.” 
He 
was as near desperation as he ever came 
in bis life, 
^7e can read it all now in bis 
letters, but he showed nothing of it to his 
men. Schuyler, always faithful, sent him 
some troops. 
Sullivan, too, came with 
those that Lee had tried to lead, and then 
it was found that the terms of these very 
troops were expiring and that by the new 
year ho would be Irft with only 1,500, al­ 
though at the moment he had between 
6,000 and 6,000 men still with him and in 
outlying detachments. 
Opposed to him 
were the British, 80,000 strong, with head­ 
quarters in New York, and strong divi­ 
sions cantoned in the New Jersey towns. 
Outnumbered six to one, ill provided In 
every way and with a dissolving army, It 
was a terrible situation to face and con­ 
quer. 
But Washington rose to the height 
of the ocoasloD.

Chinese Cookery. 
The Chinese are a nation of cooks. 
There is scarcely an iudivldual in thieir 
vast community who is not more or less 
competent to cook himself a respectable 
dinner. 
Chinese tradition points to a date some 
thousands of years before the Christian 
.era at which an inspired ruler of old first 
taught mankind Che application of fire to 
food. But, without wishing to be irrever­ 
ent, we think if desirable to oonfine out 
investigations to periods of greater his­ 
torical certainty. 
The peasant sits down to dinner cooked 
by the hand of his wife or daughter-in- 
law. 
In largo establishments the cooks 
are invariably men. 
Half a dozen coolies will squat round a 
bucket of Etoaniiug rice and from four to 
six small savory dishes of stowed cabbage, 
onions, scraps of fat pork, cheap fish, etc. 
They fill their bowls a discretion from the 
bucket. 
They help tbomsolves discreetly 
with their chopsticks from the various rel­ 
ishes provided. 
On ordinary oocaslons oven a wealthy 
Chinaman will sit down to some such sim­ 
ple fare, serwd indeed on a table instead 
of on the ground, but In almost equally 
simple style. It is only when a banquet is 
substituted for the usual meal that eating 
is treated geriouElyas a fiue art, in a m an­ 
ner worthy its importance to the human 
race. 
Then the gUests will assemble be­ 
tween 2 and 4 p. m. and will rsroain 
steadily at the table until any hour from 
10 p. m. to midnight. 
Pipes are lighted 
between the oourEcs, aud a whiff or two oi 
light tobacco snipke is inhaled into the 
lungs, while within easy reach of the ta­ 
ble, if the festivity is at all on a grand 
scale, the (joafeolng noise of a theatrical 
performance continue* almost without in- 
terniisslon.—New York Ledger.

"There was only one official hanging In 
my county,” said the ex-booiner froi^ 
Uregnn,"and It turned out afterward that 
an innocent man was executed in tbnt in- 
stance. 
This precedent made even lynch­ 
ing very uncommon, so that when a score 
of us started out to hang Abrahain Sam­ 
uels to the nearest tree it was only after a 
careful consideration of the crime he had 
committed. 
.Samuels was a man of about 
40, small, wiry and agile. He hod reddish 
hair and a boavy beard, the cut of which 
ho was continually altering, and he was 
always neatly, rather fiashily dressed. He 
was xnarrie<l to a woman some ten years 
his junior and lived with her and their 
two children on a ranch on the divide be­ 
tween Tin Pot and Shoestring valleys. 
‘‘In spite of bis generally quiet behavior 
Samuels was very unpopular, partly, I 
suppopc, because of his natty appearance 
and partly because ho was known as a 
wife beater. Mrs. SamuelB was not direct­ 
ly responsible for this knowledge, for she 
knew no ono in the neighborhood and was 
rarely seen off the cloaring. She was thin 
and tired looking, and her big gray eyes 
bad that oowod look that always arouses 
sympathy. 
There was the same look in 
the eyes of her two sonp, who, passersby 
noticed, always played quietly and w ith­ 
out much apparent enjoyment.

"W hether it Was bacause of the knowl­ 
edge that she bad the sympathy of the 
community or simply beoause she bad 
borne all she could I never knew, but one 
day Allco Samuels turned on her husband 
and drove him from the house. 
A drum­ 
mer for a dry goods house in Frisco re­ 
ported one night that as ho was driving 
over the divide he saw Samuels in front 
of bis houBO door, parleying with his wife, 
who stood at the open window with a 
shotgun. 
That night Samuels came to 
town and got very drunk. 
He was taci­ 
turn and sullen, vi-hlch was unusual and 
was noticed. 
He started out in the direo- 
tion of bis home at about midnight. 
"A bout daylight Gie next morning the 
Samuels cabin was burned down. 
Mrs. 
Samuels escaped with the children, but 
tbc-|s was no time for her to save any of 
herffielongirgs, even clothes. It was found 
afterward that pitchy chips and stove 
wood had been carried from a pile back of 
the cabin to a heap of dry brushwood and 
bad been kindled. 
The flames had been 
blown across tbe corner of the clearing in 
which the cabin stood, setting it afire and 
also tho woods beyond. With no other evi­ 
dence than this there was a etroug suspi­ 
cion that Samuels had set the firs'; and his 
subsequent actions tended to confirm it. 
Feeling against him was intensified by tbe 
fact that the fire hod gained a good start 
along the divide and was menacing valu­ 
able property on every side. 
"W ithin a week from the time the fire 
started the town had grown too hot for 
Bamuels, and in three days more, during 
which the fires had done more damage, a 
lynching bee was proposed, with Samuels 
as Its object of attention. 
As I bad been 
injnrod by the fires to a greater extent 
than any other individual in tbe vicinity 
I was asked to organize the bee. 
I de­ 
clined to do that, but I went along with 
the party, more from curiosity than from 
any desire to wreak personal vengeance. 
Samuels had heard of our intention and 
bad stolen a horse and started along the 
Smith river trail, intending, 1 suppose, te 
pr.meed down the river to its mouth anC 
take a steamer for 'Frisco. 
"T he pursuing party rode hard, and 
sighted Samuels just at daybreak the noi 
morning as he crossed the ridge into tL. 
Sm ith river valley about six miles ahea# 
of us. 
He would surely have escaped « 
had it not been that one arm of tbe totw 
fires intercepted him soon after be etar^ 
down the valley. 
The fire had crossed th 
ridge many miles below, and as It travplei 
up the valley it presented a solid wall o i 
flame which it was impossible to pa«s 
From this wall Samuels was forced U 
turn back three miles beldw, where he en« 
tered the valley, and there was no way put 
except the back trail. 
On this we inter­ 
cepted him sooo after, and it seemed as 
though he oould not poesibl/ escape tbe 
rope we were carrying for him. 
He did, 
though, for ho was finally consumed in 
the fire be himself haa started. 
He took 
tbe desperate chance of trylbg to swim 
down the shallow stream, whose fidine 
wrapped banks were fibt more than 
apart. 
It was an impossible feat 
The 
intense heat from the blazing fir trees that 
lined the stream bad overoome him before 
he got fairly started. 
An eddy etrendec 
him on a small bar, where he mode one or 
two ineffectual efforts to get under water 
again and then lay still. 
He was envel­ 
oped for a few moments in tbe steam that 
rose from his wet clothes, which burst 
into flames as soon as they were dry. Then 
tbe naked body lying there on the sand 
could be seen to shrivel up and cljar over, 
and before wo were forced back by tbe ad­ 
vancing wall of lire nothing was left but 
a heap of glowing cinders. 
1 shall never 
forget that spectacle, and, incidentaUy, 
never participate In a man hunt again.” —

Tho buffalo has another friehd in tbe 
little alarm bird, which is well known to 
hunters. It is about the size of a sparrow 
and warns 1dm of approaching danger 1 * 
flying down on his back, pecking at his 
tough hide and sending forth a shrill note, 
which immediately stampedes a whole 
herd. I have often inquired of experienced 
huntsTB whether the bird does not some­ 
times make a mistake and put these hugs 
brutes to flight unnecessarily, but I waa 
told that the buffalo have Implicit oonfl- 
denoe In them. 
A rifle shot would not 
scatter them more quickly. 
While I had 
been stalking buffalo a few days before, 
well hidden in the grass, the heM sudden­ 
ly stampeded. 
This puzzled me greatly, 
but the watchful eye of my guide detected 
the cause. 
One of these birds had flown 
t?*\Tn and given tbe alarm. 
Though dis­ 
appointed in my stalk, I had the satisfac­ 
tion of acquiring some Information that 
proved of value to me later.—Arthur C.
